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CHARTER INCORPORATING THE TRADES OF GATESHEAD, 

1671.

T was my good fortune, ninny years ago, to linve tlic opportunity of 
copying the whole of the text of this Charter: ami now at the ropiest 
of some of our members I have mncli pleasure in printing it in fall. 

An account of it has already appeared, so curly ms the year 18&% 
of which the following is a oopy: —

several of the Trades of Gateshead, under the sign manual and palatine seal of John Coxiu, 
Bishop of Durham, 244 h April, 1071. The trades enumerated are Free Masons, Carvers, 
Stonecutters, Sculptures, (<ic)llrickmakers, Tilers, Bricklayers, Glaysiers, PcntcmeiMiicr*, 
Founders, Neileis, Pcwteror*, Founders, Plumbers, Millwrights, Sadler* and Bridlcrs, 
Trunck makers, and Distillers of all sorts of Strong waters anil other liquors whom the 
charter constitutes into one corporation and met* forth laws for their government.* It 
is decorated aL the top with tin royal arum and those of the church of Durham, 1 2 and 
at the sides with twelve shields, four of which lire left blank, and eight contain the 
achievement** of—

7. Plumbers. Argent, on a chevron sable, between a cross-staff fessways of the 
same, inclosed hy two plummets azure, all in chief, and a level reversed in base of the 
second, two soldering-irons in saltire or, bet wee u a cnUing-knife on the dexter and a 
shave-hook on the sinister argent Crest, a triple fountain aiyenL, issuing water 
proper, on the top an angel holding in the dexter hand a sword, in the sinister a pair 
of .teaks all or. 

8. Saddlers. Azure a chevron between three manage saddles complete or. 
Crest, a horse passant argent, on his head a plume of three feather* of the same. 
Supporters, two horses argent, hoofed or, and bridled. Ovr tryst is in god. 

The Corporation was empowered to have a Common Seal, which bears a shield 
of four of the Trades quarterly : — 1, Masons; 2, Pewterors; 3, Bricklayers ; 4, Glaziers; 
No supporters, but mantling. Crest, the Tower of the Masons. 

This document passed from Mia. Green, the widow* of the last surviving 
Free Mason, to Alderman Hevelej, who presented it to its present pooseataor, 
\V. II. Brocket!, Exq. 

To this description may bo added a few notes. The Charter is written in lung 
line* on two skins of parchment, on one side only: the first of these measures thirty- 
two and a quarter iuchc* by twettly-fivc inchen. At the bottom a piece of each skin is 
turned over, and tiod with ml and gold cord, from which the seal is suspended: the 
turn over hears the signal are, Jo: Durant, 

The top margin i* highly decorated: beginning on the dtxter edge, is an oval 

with coloured ornaments (tearing the words, in gold letters, DHtESME, then follows

the Roy® I Arms in ei garter, with supporter*, crest, ek., and lastly the Arms of 
Durham. The spare# between these are filled in with vast* of (lowciw mid other 
ornaments in colour. The Aims of the Trades running down the margins are 
separated by festoons of flow eft, fruit, etc., also in colour. 

The second sheet of parchment, is about four inches shorter than the first *o as to 
allow the ornamental head tine to be seen when the deed is open. This second sheet has 
six Arms on the margins divided as before by wreaths and ornaments. The first on the 
dexter side is that of the plumbers, the other two shields are blank. The first on the 
Hi niftier side is the saddlers with supporters two horses rampant urgent bridled sable, 
the other two shields are blnuk. 

The four blank shields, unlike all the others on the deed, have no helrnx or 
mantling*, and there is no arrangement for them to be* added; they air snrrnundcd 
by scrolls in gold and colours. 

Various corrections and additions have been made to the text, before the Charter 
was executed, all these 1 have incorporated in the text. Alterations were evidently 
made in the names given on the first sheet : for example, the names of Matthew* 
Arcklej aud John Smith arc written over ensure* i und those nf Michael Walton, John 
Sbawe, Witlyam ffowthmp, John Hunter and William Wltrumm arc inter linen ted. 
Again in the next list, the names of Michael Walton and Mathew Arckley arc written 
over erasures, as also those of John Smith and John Clarke; the same names from John 
Shawe to Willyam Wharram beiug interiineated. 

There is a large pendant seal of dark wax. The charter is endorsed in 
engrossing hand.
